LIOENSE OR NOT? 

Great reforms are not generally perfected in a 
day. ‘Jesus died on Calvary long time ago,’’ but 
the world is not yet made perfect in Christ. Some 
lesser reforms take time, and this is specially true 
in reforming such practices as are pious at one 
period and criminal at another. Burning and oth- 
erwise afflicting heretics was, for a long time, most 
devout, and the leaders in this cruel business were 
canonized; but to-day the whole thing is regarded 
as infamous. It took many years to bring about 
the change. 

The same may be said of the use of spirituous 
liquors. Seventy years ago “blessed whisky’’ and 
‘*New England rum’’ were regarded about as essen- 
tial in a family as salt. 

Iremember when, if father had a minister call on 
him (father kept a pilgrim’s tavern), and there was 
no ardent in the cupboard, I had to take “‘the little 
brown jug’ and “‘hurry, for the minister was in 
the house and he must have some before he leaves’’ 
(the minister was expected to stay for tea), and I 
hastened off about two miles for it. I did not 
swear, for father did not allow me to be profane (he 
was a deacon), but I distinctly remember that I 
kept up some hot thinking while en route and on a 
boyish half shack. In those days the ardent was 
about as universally on sale in stores as tea and 
coffee. Then it was just the thing to cool us when 
* we were hot, and to warm us when we were cold. 
Then it was regarded so nice by lad and lass on the 
green sward and in the upper room, while the 
fiddle, in sonorous tones, made all as pleasant as 
May. 

How great the change! Who mows his meadows 
and harvests by the stimulating bowl? Religiously, 
outside of the Episcopalians, the Roman Catholics, 
and the Indians, the ardent is counted as outlaw 
and its use, as a beverage, criminal. Pablic opin- 
ion has been changed wonderfully in the last sixty- 
five years. We have abundant reason to thank 
God and take courage. The angel from heaven is 
putting his chain on the old dragon, and, in due 
time, this fiery serpent will be in political, moral, 
and religious chains, and cast out of society as a 
thing of the past. 

But let no man think for a moment that a license 
or no license, simply in the constitution of state 
or in statute book, is all that is necessary. This 
serpent twists itself into all shapes; pious as an 
angel of light, it plays on all sides of the question. 
Fall River, at the last election, voted ‘‘no license,’’ 
and the city was carried by a plurality of one thou- 
sand four hundred and fifty-nine votes. Massa- 
chusetts has a high license law, and, outside, of 
Boston, gives one license to one thousand inhabi- 
tants. Only about sixty-five licenses can be given. 
Of course, a city of such proportions has more than 
three times a8 many persons who wish to sell. 
Doing away with license and electing a mayor to 
suit, they could sell to their hearts’ content. For 
the marshal and police have no eyes if the mayor 


does not instruct them to have. Women and chil-' namely, that nowhere else in the Acts of the Apos- tioning the 
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dren can carry the ardent in pitchers and buckets 
and men lie drunk in sight, but the police see them 


not. 
This brings me to the figures on license—high, or 


low, or none—in this city. For one, I have little 
confidence in them except as they may be regard- 
ed as unrelisble guides to the true state of things. 
Since the last election the mayor has girded him- 
self for the fight, and holds the police responsible. 
They must see and act, The result is that there is 
more vigor all along the line. Every few days the 
police make a raid on divers places, and the court 
remembers the offenders as the law directs. But 
how many get their liquor here and lie drunk out- 
side of the city limits, or in their shops or homes 
in this city, and not counted because not seen by 
the police, may be put down as an unknown quan- 
tity. What then? As I see it, license does not 
save us. No license, in this city, works little or no 
better. More depends on the officers elected to en- 
force the laws. And more yet depends on the peo- 
ple in general. If the public favors the rule offi- 
cers will not see it. Allin all, Paul-like, we must 
use all means, if by any means we may save some. 

If, in seventy years, the ardent has been driven 
out of stores, shops, off of farms, ferreted out of 
rural districts, churches, and thousands of places 
where it was regarded indispensable, let us all keep 
our passions in subjection and work cheerfully and 
hopefully, for already we have made the evil un- 
popular—no mean victory. Let us hope the victory 
over this beast in all parts of his diabolical king- 
dom may not be far off; but near or more distant 
the victory may be, let us press on as best we can, 
for those who endure to the end shall be saved.

OORNELIUS AND HIS HOUSEHOLD. 

A writer in the HERALD of May ist, referring to 
the conversion of Cornelius and his household, says: 
‘*Peter baptized notin order to save, but because they 
were saved.’’ By what scriptural authority is this 
assertion made? Is it not evident that something 
more than Spirit baptism was required for the be- 
lievers in Christ? If not, why did Peter command 
them to be baptized? Is it not obvious that this 
command was given in obedience to the commis- 
sion given him by his risen Lord, ‘‘He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized, shail be saved,’”’ that Peter 
commanded that even these who had received the 
Holy Spirit should be baptized? If the command 
should read, ‘‘He that believeth shall be saved, and 
baptized afterwards,’’ then the writer’s conclusions 
would rest on something tangible, but unfortu- 
nately for his argument there is no such a com- 
mand, nor is there any truth in the New Testament 
Scriptures that approximates anywhere near such 
an inference. 

‘*But some men will say this was a miracle for 
the convincing of the Gentiles.’”? Permit me to say 
that these Gentiles were already ‘‘convinced’’ be- 
fore they even received Spirit baptism. A man 
who feared God with all his house, whose prayers 
and alms had come up as a memorial before God, 
who received the same heavenly recognition as did 
Peter, by a supernatural vision, did not need con- 
vincing, for he was already convinced. What the 
Gentile Cornelius wanted was the breaking down 
of the partition wall which separated Jew from 
Gentile. Hence this miracle was wrought not sim- 
ply to convince Gentiles like him, but to convince 
Jews ‘that God was no respecter of persons.” It 
needed a miracle just like this to convince these 
Jews, who counted all other nations as dogs and 
sinners, and consequently were unwilling to have 
them enjoy equal religious privileges with them- 
selves, that no national obstruction barred the en- 
trance to Christ’s kingdom here on earth. ‘‘For as 
many of you as have been baptizad into Christ have 
put on Christ. There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there is neither male 
nor female; for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. And 
if ye be Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s seed, and 
heirs according to the promise.’”’ No wonder the 
Jews were astonished at the miracle wrought be- 
fore their eyes, for the monopoly which they sup- 
posed was securely held by them of God’s exclu- 
foc to their own behoof, was hereby broken 

That this was a miracle is proved from this fact, 
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tles can be found a similar case which reverses Acts 
2: 38; that is, where the Spirit was imparted before — 
water baptism. Hence it was not made a test for © 
all Gentiles to come into Christ as Cornelius did, but 
was wrought for this purpose alone, to confute the 
Jewish fallacy “that God was a respecter of per- 
sons.’’

WRITERS OF THE OLD TESTAMENT. 

In the reading of a book or books the reader 
desires to know something about the author or au- 
thors. It is true when we study the Bible. The first 
five books of the Bible are called the Pentateuch, 
and are supposed to have been written by Moses. 
Moses is a prominent character in biblical history, 
and was a very remarkable personage. His escape 
from the cruel hands of Pharaoh, by being con- 
cealed in his little cradle of reeds on the placid 
bosom of the Nile River, is wonderful indeed. He 
wasa man of education, of generalship, and of power. 
He died alone, and was afterwards present on the 
mount of transfiguration. 

The books, Joshua, Judge3, Ruth, I. Samuel, II. 
Samuel, I. Kings, II. Kings, I. Chronicles, II. 
Chronicles, Ezra, Nehemiah, Esther, and Job, are 
anonymous. Their authors are not definitely 
known. 

David, who is often spoken of as the “sweet 
singer of Isracl,’”’ is another prominent character 
of the Bible. It is generally suppo:ed that he is 
the author of Psalms (sometimes called Psalms of 
David). But late research and investigation have 
shown that the Psalms were not written exclu- 
sively by David, but are a collection from various 


writers. David, asa writer, displayed great skill © 


as a musician and poet. In ali of his Psalms there 
is a vein of tenderness and meekness, One writer, 
in speaking of the Psalms, has nicely said: ‘They 
run through the whole scale of human feelings, and 
touch every chord of human sentiment. Like a 
perfect musical instrument in the hands of a con- 
summate artist, they express alike the boldest and 


the most delicate, the most vigorous and the most — 


spiritual, the most animate as well as the most pro- 
found feelings and thoughts.”’ 

Solomon, commonly known as the “‘wise man,’’ 
appears as one of the writers of the Old Testament, 
and his Proverbs abound in deep thought. The 
Book of Proverbs is sometimes spoken of as the 
‘‘young man’s book,’”’ from the simple reason that 
many admonitions and warnings are given to the 
young. Solomon’s life was of a peculiar kind, and

BOARD OF OONTROL OF FRANKLINTON SOHOOL. 
Upon call of the president, the Board of Control 
met at 2120 West Norris Street, Philadelphia, Pa., 
May 16, 1890, at nine o’clock A.M. All the mem- 
pers of the board were present. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. J. J.Summerbell. Rev. Martyn Sammer- 
pell was called to the chair to enable the president, 
Rev. Charles A. Beck, to make his reports as treas- 
urer and principal. 

Rev. Charles A. Beck then presented his report 
as treasurer. This report has been published in 
HERALD of June 5th. The report was accepted 
and approved, and was referred to the Secretary of 
Education of the American Christian Convention, 
Rev. M. Summerbell, as an auditing committee. 
The committee ‘at once examined the report of 
treasurer, and reported as follows:

GOLDEN TExT.—“Take heed and beware of covetousness; 
for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance of things 
which he possesseth.” 

The golden text is an admirable sentiment ap- 
plicable to every one of us. There is scarcely an 
exception of one who is exempt from covetousness. 
Tn some form and degree every one is guilty of it. 
I think a study on covetousness would be a valu- 
able exercise for most of us. Very many people 
lose the enjoyment of what they have through long- 
‘ing for those things difficult or impossible to ac- 
quire; while many devote their lives to acquiring, 
Which instead of satisfying only increases the greed- 
iness of covetousness, and they lose the true enjoy- 
ment of lite. There is such a thing as a commend- 
able desire to gain, but the gain must be to an end 
that is commendable and very different from that 
of accumulation and possession. 

The lesson opens with what seems to be a case of 
equity presented to Jesus for his action. It was in 
keeping with the teaching of Jesus. He gave it as 
& fundamental feature of character. It is contained 
in the terms equity, justness, rightness. It is the 

The 
golden rule embodied it. But while Jesus laid

He was not going to 
foster any benevolent enterprise. He was not 
going to help his fellow-man. He was going to grati- 
fy himself. He was going to be, as he thought, 
rich toward himself.

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ing no solutions having ever been given of this 
portion of the prophecy, as a matter of fact the pro- 
posed solutions are very many. Matthew Pool on 
Rev. 11: 4, uses this language: ‘‘By the two wit- 
nesses (verse 3) we are to understand a godly 
magistracy and ministry, or rather the latter only.’’ 

The following are mentioned by various com- 
mentators as the two witnesses: The Old Testa- 
ment and the New Testament—Enoch and Elijah, 
Moses ard Elijah, Huss and Jerome, Z2rubbabel 
and Joshua, Waldenses and Albigense:, the Law 
and the Gospel, Church and State, the ministry and 
the Church, the Roman and Greek churches, Luther 
and Melanchthon, and so on. 

We might offer also the theory that the two wit- 
nesses are the Bible and the Church; by the word 
church meaning the congregation of believers, 
witnesses; the visible, organized body. Where so 
many learned men a:knowledge great difficulties, 
of course it will be understood that anything that 
is offered is offered _with the diffidence proper; and 
yet the Christians are perhaps better situated, as 
far as their general attitude toward the Scriptures 
is concerned,;-to comment concerning the ‘Two 
Witnesses,”” than the brethren cf any other de- 
nomination of Christians; becaus2 we simply look 
to the Book for the explanation of its own terms. 

A loving heart toward the Savior naturally feels 
to say, that Jesus is one of the witnesses because he 
is called ‘‘the faithful and true witness;’’ and he 
himself says, ‘‘For this cause was I born, and for 
this cause came I into the world, that I should bear 
witness to the truth.’”’ But he can not be one of 
these witnesses, for we read in Rev. 11: 8, referring 
to the two witnesses, this language, ‘‘Where also 
their Lord was crucified ;’”? hence Jesus is the Lord 
of the witnesses, not one of them. The word of 
God is a witness, however. Jesus says (John 5: 39) 
c meerning the Scriptures, ‘‘ Ye search the scriptures 
because ye think that in them ye have eternal life ; 
and these are they which bear witness of me.’’ 
Jesus says (Matt. 24: 14), ““This gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached to the whole world for a 
testimony unto all the nations.’”’ And the angel 
(Rav. 19: 10) said, “For the testimony of Jesus is 
the spirit of prophecy.’’ It is a well known fact 
that the testimony of the Scriptures was given for 
along time (Rey. 11: 3), as it were, in sackcloth. 
The Bible, to the masses of the psople, was a sealed 
book. Indeed its warnings and instructions were 
little heeded by the powerful religious people of 
the time. The Bible was not referred to as 
authority for religious doctrine, nor as an authority 
in morals, Its testimony was that of a discredited 
witness. It prophesied in sackcloth. 

It needs no argument nor citation of Scriptures to 
cause any one to accept the statement that Chris- 
tians are witnesses. ‘‘Ye are my witnesses” is a 
declaration so familiar unto Christian people that 
it springs to our lips in prayer-meetings, in testi- 
mony meetings, in sermons, and in many of the 
most blessed seasons of communion with each other 
and with God. But the Church which ought to 
have been testifying unto the truth as it is in Jesus, 
and ought to have been testifying of the deep 
things of the kingdom of God, for a long time, for 
forty and two months (Rev. 11: 2), twelve hun- 
dred and sixty days (Rev. 11: 3), that is, twelve 
hundred and sixty years, gave its prophecy in sack- 
cloth. Is it not that same time that the woman 
(Rav. 12: 6) was in the wilderness; twelve hundred 
and sixty years? If so, the church b gan its 
prophecy in sackcloth in the latter part of the first 
half of the sixth century; for the real church went 
into the wilderness at that time, driven by the 
events that took place in the years 533, 538, and 
541. It is true that there was a visible church; but 
it was far from having the beauty of the real church 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. The true church, the 
real believers, were regarded as heretics. As it 
were, they uttered their prophecies, they bore their 
testimony in sackcloth; and thus it continued with 
them for twelve hundred and sixty years. 

The language descriptive of the power of the two 
witnesses is of course figurative. There was no 
material drought, it is evident, for twelve hundred 
and sixty years. There is, however, a famine, 
not of bread and water, but a famine of the manna 
of life, a famine of the Word of God, of the water 
of the river of life (Amos 8: 11), of that fountain 
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80 may the other powers of the two witnesses that 
are described be regarded; but the powers of the 
Bible and of the Church have never been with- 
drawn from them; they speak by the authority of 
God; and the enemies of the Scriptures, and the 
enemies of the Church of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
are to be condemned and destroyed. Jesus says of 
his Church, ‘*'Whatsoever ye shall bind on earth 
shall be bound in heaven; and whatsoever ye shall 
loose on earth shall be loosed in heaven.’’ There 
is plain allusion in Rsv. 11: 4 to Zech. 4: 11-14. 
But candlesticks are churches. Rev. 1: 20: ‘*The 
seven candlesticks are seven churches.’”’ Matt. 5: 
14,15: **Yeare the light of the world. . . 
Neither do men light a lamp, and put it under a 
bushel, but on the stand.”’ 

In the year 533 ‘“‘ihe Pope was declared head of 
all the churches by the Emperor Justinian.’’ In 
the year 534 the Pope wrote a letter to Justinian ac- 
cepting the titles, which the monarch gave him; 
indeed, adopting the titles of the imperial mandate. 
It was but a short time until east and west, and north 
and south, in the R»man Empire, error, bigotry, 
and wickedness triumphed; and the church disap- 
peared from the civilized world; that is, the true 
church, the spiritual church, the church of sim- 
plicity and truth, disappeared from the places of 
power, frcm the seats of learning, and from the 
centers of population and of civilization. In the 
sixth century there were churches, numerous 
churches, built in honor of the saints. Festivals 
were multiplied. Tie forms of heathen rites were 
adopted by the visible church. In the sixth cen- 
tury was introduced the burning of heretics. An 
indifferent and contemptuous ignorance of the 
Bible prevailed everywhere. The clergy were 
not only ignorant of science—the science of the day 
—but ignorant also of the Scriptures. The Bible 
itself was in Latin, which was already virtually an 
unknown tongue. Image worship prevailed widely. 
The bones of sc-zalled saints were worshiped. Men 
bowed down before a wooden cross, and forgot the 
God who ‘‘is a Spirit and desires to be worshiped in 
spirit and in iruth.”’ These practices, and the spirit 
of these practices, gained such dominance that in 
the year 604 the heathen temple, ‘tthe Pantheon’’ 
at Rome, was dedicated to the Virgin Mary and all 
the saints, instead of being dedicated to the worship 
of God through his Son J:sus Christ our Lord. 


‘The real church had fied into the wilderness. The 


church prophesied, gave its testimony in sackcloth ; 
for it did testify. All through the ages there were 
witnesses, called heretics, that died for the truth, 
that gave their testimony in sadness sometimes, but 
yet with zeal; but their testimony was given in 
sackcloth, and they were discredited as heretics, 
as not evangelical, as not orthodox. 

The acceptance of the Pope of human leaders, in 
the latter part of the first half of the sixth century, 
was the forsaking of the bridegroom on the part of 
the bride. 

If to the date 533 to 541, we add the years that 
the two witnesses were to prophesy in sackcloth, 
being the number of years that the woman was to 
remain in the wilderness (Rov. 12), twelve hundred 
and sixty, we have the date 1793 to 1801. At that 
time the church came out of the wilderness, lean- 
ing on the arm of her beloved Christ, and taking 
the Bible for her only creed. And as the old Chris- 
tians had overcome, so these ‘‘overcame by the 
blood of the Lamb and the word of their testi- 
mopy.’”’ Rov. 12: 11. The Christians are witnesses 
and revivalists; risen in revival times. 

At about this period, the opening of this century, 
the Bible became an important book again. In 
1805 the “first. great issue of Bibles for the general 
use of mankind was made.’’ The Bible witness 
cast aside its sackcloth. 

Some interpret the ‘‘three days and a half’’ (Rev. 
11: 9), meaning three years and a half, as applying 
to a time in the sixteenth century, beginning with 
the declaration in the Lateran council, that there 
was no heretic in the religious world; that Rome 
herself deciared that she had overcome all her ene- 
mies; and they emphasize the exact extent of the 
time, three years and a half. But unfortunately 
for absolute exactness, which ought never to be ex- 
pected in interpretation of prophecy, the three 
years spoken of are three years of three hundred

a report containing these points: 1. ‘All citizens 
might buy or hire edifices for the free exercise of 
religious worship.”’ 2, ‘‘All congregations might 
assemble by the sound of bells.’”’ 38. ‘‘That no test 
or promise of any sort should be required of the 
ministers of those congregations.’’ 4. To the effect 
that those who oppose the free exercise of religion, 
thus should be fined. 5. ‘‘That entrance to assem- 
blies for the purpose of religious worship should be 
free for all citizens.’”’ 6. ‘‘That all other laws con- 
cerning religious worship should be repealed.”’ 

Bat it is very difficult to interpret in this way, 
because of the fact that the wrecks, carcasses, or dead 
bodies of the two witnesses lay in the street. Even 
though from the overthrow of the church in France, 
to the time of the declaration of the freedom of re- 
ligion, again, there was a space of about three years 
and a half, we can not but observe that the church 
that was overthrown was not the real church, not 
the living church, the pure church, ‘‘the bride, the 
Lamb’s wife,’”’ clothed with the sun, and crowned 
with twelve stars, but was a false church, an apostate 
church, a persecuting church. 

May it not be possible that the prophet, in. this 
eleventh chapter of Revelation, is even taking a 
figure of a figure; and that the three days and a 
half represent three years and a half of days, and 
thus the twelve hundred and sixty is doubled 
again, each day standing fora year? He is looking 
across his prophetic days, as: it were. Looking at 
it in this view, may we not see readily that the 
Bible was, as it were, during twelve hundred and 
sixty years, only looked on as the corpse of the old 
book? Its light was gone; it was in Latin; it lay 
unburied in the streets, like the church. The visi- 
ble ‘‘church’’ was a cold thing; lifeless, dead. The 
corpse of a human being has the form of it, and 
sometimes flowers are laid about it;. the casket is 
lovely, and there is much ceremony about it; but 
its life nevertheless is gone. The church prevail- 
ing in civilized regions through the twelve hundred 
and sixty years was a cold thing, a lifelees thing, of 
ceremonies, of material beauty, of rites, of many 
forms; but its converting power was gone; it was 
not a living thing, a pure thing, a sweet thing, a 
light thing; but a thing of darkness, of mystery. 
Form did not make light. It was like a corpse of 
@ real church, in which the spirit of God should 
abide, giving it life; and likewise the Bible had 
only the form of the Bible. It was in a dead lan- 
guage. The church would not be buried; the Bible 
would not be buried, though in a sense dead; but 
the apparent Bible was dead as to testifying; the 
visible church was dead as to testifying. Preaching 
largely ceased during the twelve hundred and sixty 


years. 

Is it not possible thus that the three days and a 
half are three years and a half, which are years 
again of days, the prophet thus doubling upon his 


vision?

SIGNIFIOANT UTTERANOES. 

This has been a memorable week for the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church of eastern Pennsylvania. 
Thomas Beaver, the millionaire philanthropist of 
Danville, Pa., erected, in this village, a church to 
the memory of his father, the Rev. Peter Beaver, 
who was a Methodist local preacher. The church 
is of Ohio blue stone, and is complete in every par- 
ticular. Itisagem. It ought to be; it cost $160,- 
000. The church was dedicated May 14th. There 
was gathered here the talentof the M. E. Church— 
Bishops Bowman, Foss, Vincent, and Fowler, the 
editor of the Advocate, J. M. Buckley, President 
Reed, of Carlisle Dickinson College, Chaplain Me- 
Cabe, and many lesser lights. Governor Beaver 
and state celebrities were present also. 

The dedicatory sermon was preached by Bishop 
Foss on Wednesday morning, and was in every 
way worthy of the occasion. Grouped about the 
platform were the representatives of every church 
in town, who were made to feel perfectly at home 
with their Methodist brethren. This might, in 
part, be accounted for on the ground that the donor 
was a Presbyterian. 

The great feature of the meetings throughout 
was the catholicity and liberality of all the speak- 
ers. Said a brother of the Christian Church, “I 
could not help thinking that had the old fathers of 
the Christian Church been present, they would 
have exclaimed, ‘Now, Lord, let thy servants de- 
part, for our ears have heard thy salvation, and 
our eyes have beheld it.’ ”’ 

Bishop Vincent, in his lecture on “*The Church 
of To-morrow,’ which was delivered on Saturday 
night, May 17th, in the presence of twelve hundred 
people, took occasion to say: “I believe in the 
church universal. I know that in the future men 
will be governed by the teaching of the Christ of 
Nazareth, and not by human creeds. The spirit of 
the past has been the spirit of intolerance. ‘You 
believe as I do, or you are no Christian, you area 
heretic.’ The creed has been largely responsible 
for this. If I were to make the creed I would nor 
make it. I will allow no human creed nor human 
interpretation of human creed to stand between 
me and the Word of God. Nor will I make any 
man’s salvation hinge on any other creed than the 
Bible.”’ Here I said “‘amen.”’ 

He referred eloquently to all the branches of the 
Protestant Church, and did not regret their exist- 
ence; he believed they were the conservators of 
great truths and doctrines which had been ignored, 
and for want of which the Church would be 
greatly crippled. 

Of. the Catholic Church he said, “There are 
many saints of God in it; and when freed from 
that ecclesiastical power which touches only to de- 
stroy every government where it is recognized 
politically, it will tower heavenward and be bathed 
in the sunlight of God’s truth.” 

Bishop Vincent is, without doubt, the most lib- 
eral and aggressive bishop in the Methodist 
Church. Intensely devoted to its interests, he is, 
however, a lover of men above everything else. 
His great work at Chautauqua has brought him 
face to face with the most able and brilliant think- 
ers of all denominations, and has broadened- him 
in every way. A minister in the same church 
said to me, ‘Bishop Vincent is too liberal. Many 
of the brethren are afraid of him. He goes too 
far. But he is a wonderful man, and is doing a 
wonderful work.’”’ The thought came to me, 
surely God has been preparing this man to open — ia 
the doors of sympathy and love of that great 
church of which he is such a brilliant and particu-

THE NEW YOKE. 

The convert gains a deliverance from most dark- 
some depths by a doorway which opens into an 
arena of real pleasures beyond anything painted 
by brush, delineated by pen, described by tongue 
of elcquence, or seen by the eye of imagining ex- 
pectation. 

“The half was not told me,’’ exclaimed the Queen 
of distant Sheba, as she looked upon the dazzling 
phases of the glory of Solomon. To this Jesus re- 
sponded: ‘*This lily, born of the sunlight of a day, 
and destined to fade away with the evening shad- 
ows—this lily is clothed with a glory such as Solo- 
mon never knew.’’ 

How littie the Queen of Sheba saw, and how lit- 
tle indeed did she hear, even from the lips of him 
whose heart overflowed with a wisdom heretofore 
unknown by men, compared with what the Chris- 
tian has seen, has heard, has experienced deep down 
within his heart, even within the few brief first 
days of his convert life. 

We do not forget the joys that came to us as an over- 
whelming rapture when first we believed on Jesus. 
The eye may become dimmed in its vision, the ear 
dulled in its symphonies, and the form too much 
debilitated under the labors of years to bear its 
own weight or take a further step in the pathway 
of life, but the brightness of that new morn, the 
melody of that first day, the glory of that new life, 
these things will all continue as the radiant vision 
of a departing soul. 

But the rapture and the glory were not the end of 
our spiritual birth. These were but the promise of 
better things and the inspirations to nobler, higher 
deeds for self, humanity, and God. The open door 
of escape was into the realm of blissful duty. The 
shackles were thrown from limb and life only that 
the soul might be free for a higher service. 

The yoke of Satan was lifted from the neck and 
a burden taken from the heart that relieved, as it 
would have relieved old Atlas had the world been 
rolled from his shoulder, but there was no inter- 
mission of duty, for with the instant of release 
another yoke was fitted down upon the shoulder of 
the heart to be borne forever. We took up the yoke 
of Christ when we laid down the yoke of Satan. 

And it was a yoke in some ways heavier than 
that which we laid down. No yoke for Satan was 
ever so heavy as that worn by Christ. His heart 
was weighted with the woes of a world and bur- 
dened with the sorrows and sins of humanity. Bow- 
ing beneath his yoke, he sought to lift the human 
race up into the arms of his love. 

Our yoke is not a weight like his own indeed, 
but it is, nevertheless, in kind as his own. We, 
too, must take a wounded humanity into our hearts 
of love and sympathy. We, in our weakness, must 
bow the shoulder, shepherd-like, and lift the wan- 
dering, fainting lamb thereto and bear him back.to 
the fold of God. 

But we do not bear the yoke alone, nor simply in 
our own strength. By a very sweet providence 
human hearts are so blended in fellowship that 
they must bear one another’s burdens. Thus, 
while we toil beneath our yoke, the consecrated 
Church extends its hand of sympathy, speaks its 
word of inspiring love, and puts to the wheel of 
our burdened chariot its shoulder of strength. 

But were that all; if herein were the full meas- 
ure of our help, or if added thereto the angels 
came down as one unnumbered, invisible host to 
strengthen us in the way of duty and under the 
burden of moral labor, we would surely faint in 
the way and bow down into the dust under our 


This marvelous measure of human and angelic 
help (for they, the inhabitants of the future home 
of the soul—‘‘they are all ministering spirits seni 
forth to minister to those who shall be heirs of sal- 
vation’’) emphasizes the fact of the weighty cross 
we bear, and yet this help, inestimably great, is 
not enough for the por burdened soul of the 
saint. 

Lifting the cross to our own neck, we ‘i 


wish they could be read by every man and woman say, ‘Halt mipe! half minel” and 
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weighty end of our cross is lifted to his own 
shoulder. What sweet companionship in labor! 
What an inspiration comes from this radiant pres- 
ence! What wonder Paul triumphantly exclaims, 
“J can do all things through Christ, which 
strengtheneth me!”’ Not of our own selves can 
we bear and carry the burden of our labor, but 
with his help we are made strong to endure. 

The burden of duty and of affliction may become 
most weighty, so that a world turns its eyes in 
sympathy toward us, while the hands of coming 
ages may instinctively extend to our relief, but the 
cross never becomes too heavy for the heart to 
which it is fitted, for in his strength we can endure 
and bear. 

See how the martyr’s face shines with a resplen- 
dency above the brightness of the flames that en- 
circle him! What dauntless courage is his! How 
he sings with unfaltering voice amid the ribald 
jeers of the mob that seeks his life! Pity for him, 
though coming from a thousand hearts, is not equal 
to the pity which overflows his own for the foes 
that seek to eat up his flesh. Inall the tumultuous 
host about him there is no such excellency of glory 
as that which enraptures his own heart. 

‘Death itself can not harm him. It will only 
open a doorway for him from the flames and all 
earthly sorrows into a realm resplendent with the 
light of life. His cross is heavy to the end of his 
way, a8 was that of Jesus as he mounted toward 
the brow of Calvary, but he is strong in the might 
of his God, and gathering up the forces of his spir- 
itual nature, even with his expiring earthly breath, 
he can open for himself a way through the Red 
Sea of tribulation and even through that Jordan 
of death which separates him from his Canaan 
home. With his last heart pulsation he lifts the 
gate of mortality from its hinges and the impris- 
oned soul goes forth on triumphant wing singing, 
“Thanks be unto God who giveth us the victory 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.’’

Dear Brethren,—Among things we must speak 
of is the sad death of Rev. T. A. Large, of the 
Canadian Methodists. Our dear Bro. Rhodes being 
engaged by the same school in which ‘he was a 
teacher, to lead the singing at the morning devo- 
tions, for which Bro. Rhodes has the privilege of 
living outside of the treaty port, brings Bro. Large 
nearer to us than otherwise. He was also an excel- 
lent, humble servant of the Lord Jesus Christ. This 
brother was murdered by robbers about the 4th, 
near 11 P.M. Oar Bro. Rhodes attended, so I am 
informed, to the many duties connected with the 
funeral. 

Work in Tokio moves slowly on. The Hongo 
meetings good, while those of Iegura rather poor. 
Oar other points have excellent out-door congrega- 
tions. The other points connected with Tokio are 
moving slowly forward; not much change. Bro. 
Rhodes is earnestly following up his work in the 
theological class besides preaching. Iam glad to 
report them quite well at date. 

The work among the women is slow. Sister 
Rhodes reports great difficulty to get the women to 
the meetings. Atsome other points in Tokio my 
wife reports more encouragement. Work among the 
children here is very difficult. 

On our trip north it was very encouraging to see 
large congregations night after night listening to 
the Word. We look for the seed to produce fruit 
in time. Two of our northern stations are reviving 
some, while one other, I am sorry to say, is rather 
weak. Rumors tell that some one of Satan’s agents 
has discouraged them. Much of such trials are often 
met with in Japan.

Perhaps it will not be considered in good taste to 
select among missionaries for special examples of 
excellence, when every one knows that every man 
and woman who has left his native land for the 
purpose of seeking to help the inhabitants of 
heathen countries is doing his very best to ac- 
complish this work ; but I will not offer an apology 
for making known the following facts concerning a 
man who is known and loved by tens of thousands 
here and by hundreds inthe United States. 

Dr. W. N. Whitney, M. D., came to Japan sev- 
eral years ago to help in the work of civilization 
and evangelization in this land, and made such 
good progress in the study of the language that he 
is probably the best Japanese scholar among the 
foreigners now residing in Japan, and has for some 
time been the interpreter for the American Lega- 
tion at Tokio. And while there are many things 
that could be said concerning his widespread work 
I wish to speak of one work in which he seems to 
be the only man who has tried the plan. 

There are in this city over 40,000 riksha men, and 
while some of them do a good business many of 
them have hard work to earn enough to live on. 
Hundreds have come in from the country with 
nothing but their rikshas and the clothes they wear, 
and when trade is jull have no money to provide 
lodging, so they sleep in their rikshas. During 
the warm weather this is not a great hardship, but 
in’ the winter the suffering of these men is very 
severe. 

Dr. Whitney frequently rents houses for a month 
at a time so these men can be sheltered free of 
charge, and sometimes has had four or five houses 
rented at the same time in different parts of the 
city. In this work he is alone, as no other mission- 
ary has tried it. I understand he makes almost no 
effort to teach the men about Christianity in this 
work. 

But he has another plan that is certainly humane 
while at the same time it is novel. He has two or 
three native helpers, and in the evening prepares a 
quantity of soup which is put in large boilers and 
loaded upon a light kuroma, which is drawn by 
one of the men, and about 10 o’clock they start and 
visit as many places as they can where the men are 
standing waiting for a chance to earn a few sens, 
and the Doctor gives each man some hot soup, at

and then returns home with the blessings of many 
to rest, conscious of having relieved many a weary 
toiler.

Another Shopping Trip. 

So you will remember I promised to take you on 
another shopping trip. Well, we will go to-day. 
But first we must find out what we want to buy, 
and whether we can make the merchants under- 
stand us or not. 

I propose that we first buy some groceries, and 
we will go to the green-grocer. Now, just look at 
this fine display of vegetables! Those long things 
are roots of the pond lily and are very much prized 
by the Japanese. Those long, white radishes are 
called ‘‘daikons,’”’ and are a very common article of 
food. Now, look at these queer little tubers; they 
are potatoes, or more properly, ‘‘imo,’’ and there 
are eight or ten varieties besides the sweet potato, 
which is called “‘satsuma imo,’’ while the common 
white potato boasts of the euphonious name of “‘jag- 
atata imo.’’ Those bunches that look like celery 
stalks are onions, and those green bunches are tur- 
niptops. But we can not examine everything. I 
have given my order ani the man will take the bill 
to the house, for we always have our bills marked 
*O.0. D.”? Don’t you know what that means? 
Well, it means collect on delivery. 

Now, let us go to the butcher-shop. What did the 
clerks all shout for? They were giving us a wel- 
come. Did younotbow? That was very rude in 
the eyes of the Japanese; that is a custom here, for 
with every butcher-shop there is an eating-house, 
and they always shout a welcome to all comers. I 
want you to look at the meat. You nutice the beef 
is so nice and clean, but the hogs are dressed with 
the hair lefton. Do we buy the hair? Oh, no; 
the meat-cuitter will give me just what I want if he 
hasit. They do not simply scrape the hair off the 
hogs, but they take off the skin, and if you desire 
it they will cut off all the fat meat. But you must 
learn the Japanese names for the different kinds of 
meat or we will not be able to buy. Beef is called 
giu niku, or ushi no niku; pork, butanoniku; mut- - 
ton, yoniku, or hitsuji no niku; chicken, tori; and 
venison, shika no niku. 

Now we will go to a tea-store. Just see that row 
of black jars with tight covers on; these have the 
different grades of tea in. But we must ask for 
“‘cha,”’ for that is the name for tea. You did not 
know that there were so many varieties of tea? 

Well, there are several varieties and a great differ- 
enve in prices. The cheapest grades are not worth 
over thirty sen per kin, while the finest grades ara 
worth fifteen yen per kin. 

The tea is nearly all raised in Japan, but the coffee, 
or kohi, all comes from the West Indies. The tea 
and coffee are kept in these jars because the air is so 
damp that the strength would soon evaporate if left 
exposed. Beside being putin the jars it is wrapped 
in paper sacks as a further protection from the air.
